GOVERNOR'S PROMPT ACTION. 


Chief Executive Kept Busy Yester- 
day Ordering Troops to Mc- 
Intosh County. 


Governor Candler spent one of the 
busiest days since his inaueuration yester- 
day in putting the county of McIntosh in 
a condition of defense against the mob of 
1,00 negroes formed west of Darien. 

The chief executive was first notified 
of the serious condition of affairs by 
Colonel Lawton, of the First Georgia reg- 
iment, who in obedience to an order from 
the governor, went to Darien Friday af 
ternoon to determine whether’ troops 
would be needed in the town longer. Colo- 
nel Lawton found company A of his 
regiment, in command of Captain Gray- 
son, in thorough possession of Darien, 
but he also notified Governor Candler 
that the seat of trouble had been trans- 
ferred to the western portion of MelIn- 
tosh county, Where a mob of negroes 
that refused’ to surrender its leaders, 
held the sheriff's posse at bay. 

Colonel Lawton, being on the scene and 
having every opportunity to determine for 
himself the wisest thing to do, Governor 


Candier wired him to act on his own 
disctetion and if necessary to brine the 
entire First Georgia regiment from Sa- 
Vannah. 

Before noon yesterday a flood of tele- 
grams from prominent citizens all over 
McIntosh county reached the executive 
office at the capitol, infroming the govern- 
or of the grave condition and notify ying 
him that unless prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion was taken a great loss of Hfe would 
undoubtedly ensue. 

Liberty. Cavalry Called Out. 

One of the first steps taken by the chief 
executive was to order the Liberty In- 
dependent cavalry, at McIntosh, Ga., to 
the scene The distance from Melntosh 
to Darien is but twenty-two miles and 
tho orders of the governor were for Cap- 
tain Willard P. Waite to proceed at once 
to Darien, going across the country. on 
horseback.

DEMOCRACY AND ITS OPPORTUNITY! 


There is a general, a widespread feeling, that in the campaign of 


next year the democratic party will be given an opportunity to redeem 
the government from the evils of republican misrule. This feeling is 


not confined to any section of the country, nor to any class, but seems to 


permeate all sections and all classes, manifesting itself in newspaper 


publications, in the casual utterances of public men and in private con- 
versation. No satisfactory explanation or description of it can be giv- 
en further than to say that on all sides and in every direction there is 


expectation of a change. It is the feeling which takes possession of 


an army on the eve of a great movement and which leads the rank and 


file to prepare for a march even before their immediate leaderg have re- 
ceived orders to that effect. 

One of the results of this feeling, which we have indicated rather 
than deseribed, is a desire to promote and bring about that harmony 
among democrats which is essential to unity of purpose, and which ig as 
desirable in a political organization as it is im an army engaged in an 
active campaign against an enemy. Real harmony not only adds to the 
energy and enthusiasm of the party itself, but makes its movements more 
imposing and attractive to those who are swayed to and fro between the 
two opposing forces in politics by considerations of a personal or a par- 
ticular character. ‘This is why party leaders deem real unity so essen- 
tial. It exeites the imagination of those who have no fixed principles 


and attracts their support. , 

With this explanation, we shall make no further apology for suggest- 
ing thus far in advance of the campaign of 1900, that the necessity for 
harmony among democrats will be more pressing at that time than ever 
before in the history of the party. It must be evident to all who are 
familiar with passing events that, under the cover and cry of “patriot- 
ism,’ the republican party is preparing to commit the people’s govern- 
ment to strange doctrines, and to commit the republic to a queer brand 
of “freedom.” We have witnessed the purchase of “sovereignty” which 
the declaration of independence was framed to deny, and the country 
now finds itself committed to a war which could have been avoided by 
the clear declaration of a policy which our institutions not only suggest 
but make necessary. ! 

The situation, indeed, in all its aspects ig such as to excite the at- 
tention of al who are interested in preserving the character of our in- 
stitutions. and from whatever direction it is viewed, it is a powerful in- 
centive to harmonious action among those who believe in democratic 
principles and democratic institutions. 

Let it be said, however, that, so far as the Filipino war is concerned, 
we do not protest against its prosecution. It could and would have been 
avoided by a clear and positive declaration of policy in accordance with 
American ideas; but now that it has been precipitated, it should be car- 
ried vigorously to a conclusion. The Filipinos attacked the flag in ignor- 
ance of American purposes, but In all ages men have had to pay dearly 
for certain forms of ignorance, The Filipinos are paying the price of it 
now, and will continue to do so as long as they are in arms against that 
flag which, to them, as well as to our own people, should stand fer the 
symbol of freedom. 

Let it never be forgotten that if our flag means freedom for us it 
means freedom for all men wherever its influence goes. The Filipinos, 
ignorant of this, attacked itr will it be anythine less than an attack on 
it—nay, will it not be in the nature of a subversion of our government 
—if the party in power, as it now promises to do, ignores the fact that 
the flag is a symbol of freedom? This promise of the republican party 
call to unity and harmony among who believe in 
democratic institutions, who desire to pregerve the flag as the symbol of 
freedom, and who would not have it stained by blood shed in conquest.

it would be the extremest folly to ignore. Surely there can be no 
more vital issue brought to the attention of-the people of this country 
than the question whether the flag of the union under the constitution 
is to continue to be the symbol of freedom and popular government, or 
whether it is to stand for conquest and aggression in foreign lands. If 
the part of the organization which has dedicated itself to the de 
fense of the cardinal doctrines embodied in our organic law and in our 
institutions, with what success will they be able to cope with domestic 
policies based on this precedent in the orient? 

What, then, in the face of considerations such as these, is to prevent 
absolute unity and harmony among democrats in all sections of the coun- 
try? What ig to prevent the unification of the agricultural, the mer- 
cantile, the commercial, the professional and the laboring classes in sup- 
port of a principle which so vitally concerns the character of our gov- 
ernment—an issue which, from its very nature, is of paramount impor- 
tance? We are prompt to resent insults to the flag ky foreigners; what 
is to be done when those who are charged with the duty of maintaining 
and preserving its symbolic character are caught in an attempt to sub- 
vert its meaning in foreign lands? 

Will it be said that the financial question stands in the way of that 
perfect democratic unity which the situation demands—that the Chicago 
platform is an obstacle? Well, that platform was made by the 
people; as their handiwork, it has borne the test of discussion; and it 
will stand as the declaration of remedies for political evils which are as 
potent now as they were in 1896. If there are those who demand that 
these declarations be ignored or repudiated, there are also those who will 
urge that the party go still further in 1900 than ‘it did in 1896. Between 
these two extremes. the platform itself stands as a basis of compromise. 
The party has no cal] e’ther to repudiate it or to amend it in the direc- 
tion of radicalism. 

It will be necessary next year to do no more than reaffirm it. To 
the issues with which it deals it gives clear and certain definition. There 
is no necessity of repeating these definitions and thereby making cum- 
brous and unwieldy the declarationg of 1900, which, in the nature of 
things, must deal with and define issues that have arisen since the Chi- 
cago deliverance. We shall dwell on these new issues no further than 
to say that conditions give to them an importance which cannot be ig- 
nored, One of them—that which relates to the covert attempt of the re- 
publican politicians to make the flag of the union under the constitution 
stand for conquest and tyranny in foreign parts—is, in fact, of overshad- 
owing importance, and will be so recognized long before the party assem- 
bles in its quadrennial council.

HON. J. POPE BROWN 
SPEAKS ON MARKET 
PROSPECTS OF COTTON 


The presence of Hon. J. Pope Brown, 
president of the State Agricultural So- 
clety of Georgia, in this city, revives in- 
terest in the conditions of the growing 
crop as viewed by a man largely engaged 
in its culutre: 

President Brown was found at the 
headquarters of the State Fair Assvucia- 
tion attending to his duties connected 
therewith. He spoke quite freely upcen 
the crop conditions in his section. 

“Corn,” he says, “will make about 30 
per cent of the crop, and cotton not over 
60 per cent in consequence of the fifty- 
three days’ drought which we have had. 
This drought began on the 2th of May 
and \rotwithstanding occasional showers, 
has continued ever since.’’ 

President Brown was asked especially 
what he thought of Neill’s estimated 
12,000,000 crop. 

“I myself,” he remarked, “thought at 
the beginning of the year that a 12,000,000 
bale crop was possible, and on the 
strength of that bellef I sold a portion of 
my crop at 5 cents, deliverable in Oc- 
tober. For ten years I have been on 
the bear side of cotton, all the time be- 
lieving that they would be larger and 
that prices would be lower. Asa conse- 
Quence I have always been selling some 
of my crop deliverable in January and 
February to local buyers, and have fre- 
quently made money by it. 

“But now,” he continued, “I see the 
situation differently, and I have canceled 
mv contracts for ‘this fall’s delivery 
and believe that I have done weli in 
doing so. To speak candidly, I cannot see 
how it {fs that Mr. Neill obtained such 
bullish information, whfle all of our 
information was of a bearish nature. 
Remember, first, that in order to make 
a 12,000,000 bale crop all the conditions 
from first to last must be favorable, in- 
cluding the maximum acreage. 

“Now no man can tell approximately 
what the yield of cotton may be by 
looking at it; neither can he tell by count- 
ing the bolls. They may be large or 
small, short or long; then a big crop 
may come from small stalks or from 
large ones. It jis ail the purest guess 
work. There is absolutely no reason 
why one man’s opinion could send it 
either up or down. The best opinion I 
can form is that there is no ground for 
looking for an unsually large crop, and 
it seems to me, the present price 
is lower than it ought to be, when we 
take into consideration that trade in 
all other lines is in fine condition. Cotton 
factories are making good money; the 
iron and lumber and turpentine business 
is in fine shape; in fact, there is activity 
in all these Hines except cotton, and I 
believe that if there ever was a time 
when our people would do well tu hold 
their cotton it is now. 

“In expressing this belief,” said Mr. 
Brown, “‘it has lately developed that the 
banks are willing to help our farmers 
more than they have ever been before, 
and at lower rates of interest. The bank- 
of the state realize that low cot- 
hurts all trade in the south. The 
crop is the south’s great staple, 
and yet it has had no friends at auvme 
nor abroad. It is time, therefore, that 
we were standing up for our own rights 
and demanding the worth of this siapiue, 
every pound of which the world needs. 

“Upon this line L might mention that 
at the last convention of the Georgia 
Agricultural Society, held at Quitman, 
there was appointed a committee to look 
into the matter of cheap insurance, cheap 
storage and cheap money, with Mr. Lewis, 
of Valdosta, chairman of the bankers’ 
committee, co-operating. He has as- 
sured me of the and hearty 
co-operation of the bankers, 

“I see by the papers that there will be 
a meeting of the committees of agricul- 
ture from the different states to con- 
sider the classification of cotton. Well 
and good! But we should go further and 
consider whether we will classify 5 cent 
cotton or 8 cent cotton. If we people of 
the south don't stand up for cotton, 
we need not expect any one else to do 
it. We cannot raise the price by simply 
complaining about it, and rushing the 
staple on the market as fast as it is 
gathered. Our committee will meet in 
Macon shortly and will, I hope, devise 
some definite plan and call upon other 
states to co-operate with us.”’ 

Mr. Brown will be in the city for secv- 
eral days attending to the details of the 
coming state fair.

AT THE STATE FAIR 


Diving Horses Will Be Brenght te 
Atlanta. 


HOW THE ANIMALS PERFORM 


They Have Created Great Interest 
Throughout the Country. 


POPULISTS WILL HOLD A CONVENTION 


A Number of Leaders of the Party 
Will Come to Atlanta Dur- 
ing the Fair. 


One of the most interesting as well as 
novel attractions that will be seen at the 
State fair this fall will be two diving 
horses, who plunge headlong into.a pool 
of water a distance of nearly 100 feet. 

These two animals are truly wonderful 


performers and everywhere they have 
been exhibited have attracted large 
crowds. 


The horses are the property of George 


stable had been left open they escaped 
from their Joose boxes and mpunted the 
chute and took the dive on their own 
accord. 

“No whip has ever been used on the 
horses. The training of them for this 
performance has all been done by kind- 
ness. I secured this high degree of ani- 
mal intelligence by Kindness and words 
of encouragement to the horses. 

“at no time during their training have 
they been foreed to go through their 
part of the performance, They ascend the 
latider-like chute of thelr own accord, 
and when they reach ®he top they brace 
themselves in a secure position so as to 
be certain of their foothold before 
making the leap. They then plant their 
forefeet in rigid position and rise to the 
height of about three feet in the air 
from off the platform. As soon ag the 
descent is being made they straighten out 
their forelegs and put their nose forward, 
striking the water in the same attitude of 
@ man in diving. As soon as they reach 
the surface they swim around for a time 
and then make for the landing point. 

“Perhaps the most remarkable evidence 
of the intelligence of the horses is the 
fact that if they should make a false 
spring and strike the water in a wrong 
position, without any urging, they will 
take the nearest course to the chute and 
ascend again. I have Known the horses 
to repeat this several times before ac- 
complishing a proper dive. 

‘The height has been gradually in- 
creased sinc’e they first started. The 
original distance of the dive was about 
eight feet, and they now dive from a 
height of 100 feet at every performance. 
One point in connection with this might 
be mentioned, and that is the horses 
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are now being used for.

Both of the horses are remarkable beau- 
ties of their kind. One of them, named 
Queen, is of a pure milk white color, 
while the other, King, has a few brown 
spots scattered here and there over his 
body. Woth are four years old and me1s- 
ure seventeen hands high. 

A long wooden walk of a gradual slant 
enables the horses to reach the platform, 
which is erected at the edge of the lake. 
The spectatorg stand grouped around the 
lake to watch the feat. 

To the average person it seems impos- 
sible that an animal of the bulk of a 
horse would dive successfully from such 
a height. With apparent nonchalance 
one of the horses saunters up the walk 
to the platform. 

Standing aimost a hundred feet above 
the heads of the audience the animal 
calmly surveys the crowd below. The 
door of the platform is thrown open and 
the horse makes the dive. 

The most wonderfu] part of the act is 
the fact that the animal does not jump 
into the lake, but actually dives, striking 
the water with his fore feet. 

During the few seconds that elapse be- 
tween the dive and the striking of the 
water the spectators stand breathiess 
with astonishment and repressed excite- 
ment. And as the anima! etrikes the laKe 
almost everybody's eyes close anda 
shudder passes through the crowd. Then 
as the horse calmly rises to the surface 
and, shaking its head, swims uncon- 
eernedly around, a spontaneous burst of 
applause breaks forth in which every one 
joints. 

The horses geem to take to the feat 
without a bit of fear and jump without 
any urging. They seem to do it as a 
matter of course. 

The owner of the animals, George F. 
Holloway, tells an interesting story of 
how he became aware of their high diving 
proclivities. 

“When King and Queen were small 
coltg they were kept in one pasture and 
thelr mothers in another. A river and a 
high bluff intervened and it was con- 
sidered that no animal could get from 
one pasture to another, so no fence was 
built between. The colts had not been 
in the pasture many days before I found 
them one morning in the lower pasture, 
with their mothers. It was such a puzzle 
to me as to how they got there that !

ALMOST A RIOT 
OVER A CUR DOG 


Police Averted Serious Treuble at 10:30 
O'clock Yesterday Morning. 


DOG SCOUTS ARE ARRESTED 


‘Charged with Taking a Dog from 


Owner’s Front Yard. 


RECORDER ORDERS 005 T@ BE LIBERATED 


Interesting Trial in the Police Court. 
How Officers Saved the 
Dog Wagon. 


About 10:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
ttere came near being ‘one of the most 
serious riots that was ever thiatened in 
Atlanta, and the whole affair was caused 
by a dog. 

The po:ice reserve was called out and a 
mob of about 100 negroes were found 
ready for a fight. 

When {ft was seen that the police were 
there more for the protection of the dog- 
owner than to make any arrests, the mob 


cooled down and stood aside to let the 


police investigate the matter. 

The central figure of this sensational 
scene was the dog wagon, and but for the 
timely arrival of the police there would 
have been no dog wagon this morning, 
and possibly no dog-wagon men and 
boys. 

Patrolmen Hollinsworth and Whatley 
arrived at the place first, and were soon 
re-enforced by the reserve. 

The result of the investigaticn was the 
arrest of two of the dog-wagen boys, and 
they were arraigned in thg police court 
yesterday afternoon for taking a dog out 
of its owner's yard. 

At No. 252 Auburn avenue resides Car- 
rie Thomas, a respectable negro woman, 
Carrie has a dog—a mongrel cur—not of 
the least intrinsic value, but, like all 
dogs, valued by the owner from asso- 
ciation. 

Yesterday morning shortly after 10 
o’clock the dog wagon went down Auburn 
and two 
white boys, John Couch and Charley 
Akridge, walking ahead with ropes, which 
were used ag lassos., 

Carrie Thomas’s dog was caught and 
placed in the wagon. Carrie said the 
boys opened her front gate and placed 
a rope about its neck. The boys said the 
dog was ‘n the street, and that they 
caught it wpon the public highway as the 
law directs. 

A Mob Quickly Gathers. 


The capture of the dog caused a crowd 


of negroes to gather, end the talk began | 


about a colored woman being imposed 
upon just because she was a negro. 

“Tf that was a rich white man’s dog,” 
growled a negro man, “the dog catcher 
daresn’t tech it.” 

This sentiment floated around, and then 
the word went about to capture the dog 
wagoniand liberate Carrie's pet. 

The wigon was stopped and the mob 
was in the act of seizing it when the 
police arrived. 

A number of white men had. come up 
and they were about to side with the dog 
catcher, and that was why the serious 
riot was imminent. 

Carrie had a number of witnesses who 
said they would swear that the boys took 
the dog from the yard, and the officers 
decided to make cases. against John 
Couch anil Charley Akridgce. 

Yesterday afternoon {t®e cases wers 
tried before the recorder. Carrie stated 
that the boys opened the front gata and 
Place the rope about its neck and then 
dragged it away to the wagon. 

This testimony was corroborated by 
three or four other witnesses. 

The defendants said they found the dog 
in the streets. 

Several policemen volunteered to say 
that they had received many complaints 
of the deg catcher’s scouts opening front 
gates and taking Jogs. . 

The dog catcher was in court, and he 
said that he had never seen the boys take 
any but stray canines in the streets. The 
boys, he stated, had no reason to be so 
over-zealous as the ywere paid by the 
day for their work, and not so much for 
each dog captured. 

The Vindication of the Cur. 

The recorder decided the evidence 
showed that Carrie’s dog had been unlaw- 
fully captured, and he warned the boys 
to let dogs in front yards alone.

Reformed Churches of the World 


Holding Presbyterian System. 

BY REV. W. H. ROBERTS, D. D. 

The seventh general council of the Alll- 
ance of the Reformed Churches through- 
out the world holding the Presbyterian 
system will meet in Washington, D. C., 
September 27, October 6, 1899. In connec- 
tion with this meeting the following econ- 
cise history of the alliance will be of in- 
terest: 

The idea of an organization including 
the several churches of the Protestant 
reformation was a favorite thought of

The general couneils, since the tirst, 
have been held as follows: At Philadel- 
phia, Pa., fm 1880; Belfast, Ireland, in 
1884; London, England, in 1888: Toronto, 
Canada, in 1892, and Glasgow, Scotland, in 
1846. The proceedings of the councils 
have been published in six octavo vol- 
unies. 

During the intervals of the councils, 
the business of the alliance was first 
conducted by general committees respon- 
sible only to the council. This.plan was 
altered at the Belfast council in 1Ss4. An 
executive cemmission was there consti- 
tuted, divided into two s@ctions, one for 
North America, and the other for the

The appearance of the devil in stained 
giass windows jis probably one of the 
gost wxtraordinary apparitions which 
one is likely to see in the home of God, 
but several old English churches are in 
possession of such curiosities.

Kets than ever before in the history of the 
cOMmmission men. In the last week of 
July, carloads of melons were to be had 
for the asking in Jersey City. Other car 
loads at Washington stood open 4o the 
longirgs of the passing darky boy. The 
melon belt, which reaches from Otero 
county in Colorado in a broad bana sag- 
ging somewhat southward and finally 
touching the southern Atlantic coast, has 
borne fruit fully throughout its entire 
length. 

This year the acreage, for two reasons, 
has been vastly increased.

GROWERS WORK LIKE A TRUST. 

One curious development of the melon 
crop, chiefly during the present season, 
has been the growing sale of cantaloupes 
in the market by name. A few years ago 
a muskmelon was a muskmelon. The only 
difference of designation were the ele- 
mentary designations: “Good” and “pad.” 
I asked W. A. Taylor, assistant pomolo- 
gist of the United States department of 
agriculture, how the muskmelon happen- 
ed to become the cantaloupe. 

“In the north,” he said, ‘the muskmel- 
on is stil] the muskmelon; cantaloupe is a 
southern name, and from the fact that 
the cantaloupe supply comes largely from 
below the Mason-Dixon line, the name has 
gradually invaded the northern markets 
until at present the ordinary city man 
would not think for a moment of asking 
for a muskmelon when he goes to a res- 
taurant. 

‘Ag I said before, the average mark®- 
er has begun to distinguish varieties of 
the cantaloupe. He knows the famous 
Rocky Ford melon from the Osage and 
the Paul Rose and he thinks he can dis- 
tinguish it from the old-fashioned Netted 
Gem. The Rocky Ford melon is perhaps 
the most famous of any in the market. It 
is grown in Otero county Colorado, near 
Rocky Ford of the Arkansas river, where 
the temperature is hot, the soil is Ight 
and the land can be supplied by means of 
irrigation with an unlimited quantity of 
water at just the time when the melon 
plants aro most in need of it. Otero coun- 
ty is indeed the hdt-bed of Colorado. 
The Rocky Ford melon is of medium 
size and roughly netted with green lines. 
It was first shipped in quantities from 
Colorado to Chicago about three years 
ago. Here its fame grew with mushroom 
rapidity. It was sweet and of excellent 
flavor and Chicago. having passed favor- 
ably upon it, the shipments reached far- 
ther to the eastward until the Rocky Ford 
melon is now the most popular cantal- 
oupe in the markets of Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston. This success has large- 
ly been due to the action of the growers 
themselves. They have worked together 
like a trust. Their shipments have all 
been made by a co-operative association 
which has taken particular pains not to 
overstock any em market. Indeed, so 
popular has the Inelon become that its 
seeds have been planted fn many localitics 
throughout the south and even in Texas, 
and now melons bearing the name Rocky 
Ford come from many different places, 
although the only genuine Rocky Ford is

THE NEW RUSSIAN MELON. 

Mr. Taylor told me of a new discovery 
just made by the agricultural depart- 
ment—a melon that will keep well into 
the winter like a squash. Some time ago 
Professor Hanson was sent to Russia to 
gather the seeds of fruits and valuable 
agricultural plants unknown to this coun- 
try. Among others he found at Khiva, 
Turkistan, the seed of a melon which 
was picked green and kept to ripen in a 
roothouse or cellar. The fruit often 
reached the great size of thirty pounds 
and it bore some resemblance when ripe 
both to the cantaloupe and to the water- 
melon: it seemed, indeed, to be in some 
way a hybrid between the two. These 
seeds planted in this country have grown 
with great success and the agricultural 
department is confident that it has made 
a genuine discovery which will later 
vield substantial money returns to the 
fruit growers of the entire country. In 
the course of two or three years we may 
expect to see delicious ripe melons on 
sale during the Christmas holidays and 
even later in the winter. 

Watermelons, unlike the cantaloupes, 
have not yet begun. to be designated Dy 
variety names, except perhaps by the 
more advanced dealers. There is the 
round watermelon and the long greén 
watermelon, and that is about as far as 
it goes. But it is only a question of time 
when the purchaser himself will be able 
to distinguish the Triumph melon from 
Kolb’s Gem and Dixey from Mountain 
Sweet. One of the greatest educators of 
the public in this respect have been the 
fruit shows held of late years in many 
important cities. People are beginning 
to know that the best looking melon is 
not always the sweetest and hest, and 
planters are beginning to learn that 
pays to advertise and push _ varieties 
which are particularly excellent. For this 
reason there has been growing during 
the past few years a tendency on the 
part of advanced growers to ship in pe- 
cullar kinds of crates and boxes wi 
special labels so that their fruit can 
distinguished anywhere jin the market. I 
know one grower whose frutt comes large- 
ly to the Chicago market who shas this

Our New Battle Ship. 
From The Savannah News. 

If England matches the Georgia, she 
will have to build the eraft to do it with; 
she hasn’t got it in her naval list now. 
She mav have heavier ships, to be sure, 
and ships that carry larger guns than the 
Georgia will mount; but for all-round 


‘fighting qualities the Georgia will rank 


anything at present flying the British 
flag. The naval fight off Santiago demon- 


strated that it is not always the heaviest 


ordnance that does the most exe ution. 


In that battle there was only one hit by 
the maximun. caliber, while the Spanish 


vessels were literally ridaled by five-inch, 
six-inch and gix-psund guns. At both 


Manila and Santiago the value of the 


eight-inch pieces was demonstrated. Ad- 


miral Dewey attributes his success in a 
great measure to the fact that the 
American ships were able to fire five 


times to once by the enemy. 


All of the valuable lessons of the war 
are to be taken advantage of in the con- 
struction of the Georgia. She is to be 
made faster than even the Oregon, that 
now famous greyhound of the navy. She 
will, indeed, have almost as much speed 
as an aigiored cruiser, meanwhile carry- 
ing the armament of a@ first-class battie- 
ship. But she will mot mount any of 
those monstrous and unwieldly thirteen- 
inch guig. The day of such pieces, it Is 
believed, has passed. Their effectiveness 
does not begin to gompensate for their 
enormous weight, their slowness of fire 
and their great bulk. The preponderance 
of expert opinion is im favor of a 
‘smaller gun capable of greater rapidity 
of fire. ‘‘he Georgia will, therefore, carry 
four ten-inch or twenve-inch guns in her 
main turrets. These will be backed up 
by four eight-inch gums, sixteen three- 
pounders, six one-pounders, ten machine 
guns and two field pieces. hus it will

than seventy guns, all of them of tne 
hignest efheiency and most modern types.

His Suit To Sustain a Patent That 
Will Make Him Rich.

Lucius T. Sheffield, dentist, has tri- 

umphed. He patented the process known 

as “bridge work” tn IS8l. He patented 

the process, and then he sold to dentists 

the right to bridge teeth for $25 a year 


and 15 per cent of their receipts. At first 


dentists decried the new process. But In 
spite of their opposition the invention 
grew in popularity, and his income from 
his rovalties became a fortune. Thea 
dentists of New York state alone paid 
him $25... in one year. 

Finding that teeth wearers insisted on 
having bridges’ the dentists of the 


_pountry organized for the purpose of 


proving that Dr. Sheffield’s patents were 
invalid. They retained high-priced law- 
vers to fight thelr cause in the courts. 
Long litigation was the result. 

Two cases were decided against him, 


and for the last few vears he has received 


nothing from his royalties and licenses, 
But victory has come at last. Today 
Judge Townsend,:of the appellate court, 
rendered a decision in the case of Dr, 
Sheffield against Dentist Howard. oO, 
Kyle. The decision declares that Dr. 
Sheffield’s patent is valid. 

The patent has now expired, so that 


in the future Dr. SheMfeld can collect no 


royalties, but every dentist who has In- 
fringed on his patent since 1881, when !t 
was issued, will have to pay him at his 
own price.

For instance, 
the statements of law are so condensed 
that a few words are made to clearly set 
forth what an equal number of lines are 
often used to express in the reports. On 
the other hand, these statements are so 
comp.ete 'n m@aning that one can under- 
stand what the, supreme court has de- 
cided on any given proposition without 
having to refer to the reports, whose con- 
c.usion is thus digested. 

There are something less than. 500 com- 
Georgia reports in the state. 
Many of these reports are entirely out 
of print and, therefore, other complete 
cannot be had for love or money. 
There are between 1,500 and 2,000 lawyers 
in Georgia. Therefore only about one of 
every four can own a set of Georgia Re- 
ports. Those who own these reports will, 
if they are at all busy, find them prac- 
tically useless without some such kev as 
the Van Epps-Akin indexed digest furn- 
ishes. 

But to the great mafority of Georgla 
lawyers, who have not been fortunate 
enough to secure complete sets of Geor- 
gia Reports, the ‘‘condensed fullness” of 
this indexed digest will be an unspeak- 
ably valuable boon.

N the 2th day of May, 1898, less than 
one year from the date of this sketch, 


the approaches to the White Pass of 
the Chilcat mountains _presented thelr 
Primeval chaos and silence...

On the 27th of that month, the silence

COST OF BUILDING.

Above the almost pernendicular§ cliffs, 
down which men would dangle from ropes 
while cutting the first grade; below, the 
scarred, hungry ribs of granite, the in- 
terstices filled with glaciers in minia- 
ture. But—we passed in safety. The 
builder’s calculations had been as true 
as his timbers. Another mile and we 


drove through a tunnel under the back- 
bone of the last ridge; and, following 
the contour of a natural amphitheater, 
stopped before a long line of tents half 
buried in snow. From one floated the 
Stars and Stripes, from its nearest neigh- 
bor the Union Jack—between, passed the 
international boundary line. We were at 


the summit of White Pass. 

The cost of the road so far has been 
about $25,000 per mile. It is narrow 
gauge, fifty-six pound rails being used. 


There are more curves than straight lines. 
Accidents are inevitable; but few have 
been the fatalities considering the dan- 
ger of the work and the severity of the 
weather. Two men Hie beneath an im- 
mense block of granite too large to be 
moved. Others have died from pneumo- 
nia and freezing. 

Speaking of these things, one of the 
engineers told me that he believed noth- 
ing short of divine interposition had sav- 
ed him and his men from an awful 
death last November. A charge of giant 
powder had been tamped home and the 
warning signal given. He and his assist- 
ants stepped behind an eighteen-inch tree, 
supposing that the blast would be of the 
isual force where 100 pounds of explo- 
sive is used. For some reason the spark 
machine failed to ignite the fuse—a most 
unusual occurrence. After waiting .a 
sufficient period the engineer examined 
the batteries and found that, instead of 
100 pounds, the workmen had put in 1,800 
pounds. Retiring to a greater distance, 
the spark machine was again operated— 
this time successfully. The impact was 
terriflc. Twenty-five hundred yards of 
rock was dislodged and thrown into the 
One piece measuring twenty feet 
by thirty struck the tree behind which 
the party had first stood, shattering it 
like a pipe stem. 


WHERE OUR DICE COME FROM 


They Are Made in France and Millions 
Are Consumed Annually. 
From The New York Sun. 
The bone dice used in the United States 
are all imported from France, though it 


may be that the bone of which they are 
made came originally from this country. 
They are made in a@ manufacturing dis- 
trict not far from Paris in which are pro- 
duced various afrticies of bone, and also 
things partly of bone, as, for instance, 
tooth brushes. Bone dice are made in 
eleven sizes, from 60 to 1, inclusive, and 


in each of these sizes they are made both 


square and round-cornered; as are aii 
other Kinds ef diee.

HE experiment stations of our gov- 

ernment are coing a great work, for 

the advancement of agriculture, and 
yet comparatively few people know any- 
thing about the character of the work 
done by these experimenttal farms. It 
ls the object of this article to give infor- 
Mation as to what is being done at the 
Georgia experiment station. 

The congress of the United States pass- 
ed an act in 1897, appropriating $15,000 per 
annum from the proceeds of the sale of 
Public lands, to each state and territory 
for the support and maintenance of an 
agricultural experiment station to be con- 
ducted in connection with the agricultural 
college of the state. These stations are 
Maintained exclusively by the fund re- 
ceived from the United States govern- 
ment, together with the proceeds of the 
Bale of crops. The states individually 
pay nothing for the regular support, how- 
ever, since the United States law permits 
only $750 annually of the congressional 
appropriation to be used for buildings, the 
Btate legislatures make such additional 
appropriations for this purpose as are 
needed. 

The object of congress in establishing 
agricultural experiment stations was to 
Provide. in each state and territory an 
organization and an establishment whose 
duty jt should be to investigate in a 
thorougly scientific manner questions and 
Problems connected with agriculture in 
all of its manifold branches, and to dis- 
tribute free among the people the results 
of the investigations, together with such 
Other kindred information as might be 
Proper and practicable, ‘The value and 
Utility of such stations has been indispu- 
lably established by experience in for- 
fign countries and in some of the states 
Inthe union. A central station and bu- 
Teau at the national capital, the head of 
the experiment stations in the United 
States, regularly collects the results of 
Work at all the stations and distributes 
them throughout the country. 

The Georgia experiment station was 
Tun in connection with the agricultural 
College at Athens, tut one year. In 1888, 
the legislature of Georgia passed an act 
taking the station from the immediats 
Control cf the college authorities and 
Created a board of directors for its man- 
&sement who located the station within 
Ne mile of the city of Griffin, the citi- 
Zens of Spalding county having offered

Feriment farm) and $4,000 with which to 
frect buildings This donated farm is 
high land beautifuily located at the point 
meeting of three railroads.
